The figures in this section generally relate only 
ivilian wage and salary earners, not the total labour 
e : they therefore exclude employers, self-employed 
ons, unpaid helpers and the unemployed.

The estimates in Tables 1 to 7, except those 
ting to government employees and defence forces, 
based on comprehensive data (referred to herein as 
‘benchmarks”) derived for the purpose from the 
ulation census of June 1971 and other sources.

Month-to-month changes shown by 
ent data (see paragraphs 7 to 9) are linked to the 
enchmark data to derive the monthly estimates. 


Although the series measure reasonably well the 
rt-term trends in employment in the defined field, 
hey may be less reliable for longer-term measurement. 
re are conceptual differences between benchmark 
current data, and changes in such factors as labour 
over, multiple jobholding and part-time working all 
ffect the trend over longer periods. 


a The concepts and definitions applicable to these 
timates are those adopted at the 1971 population 
ensus, which conformed closely to the 

Ommendations of the Eighth International 
ference of Labour Statisticians (Geneva, 1954). At 
census the following questions were asked in respect 
fall persons fifteen years of age and over:

By Government employees comprise not only 
administrative employees but also all other employees of 
government bodies (Australian, State, local and 
semi-government) on services such as railways, road 
transport, banks, postal and telecommunications, air 
transport, education (including universities, colleges of 
advanced education, etc.), radio, television, police, 
public works, factories, marketing authorities, public 
hospitals (other than those run by charitable or religious 
organisations) and departmental hospitals and 
institutions. 


Adoption of new benchmarks 


6. As results from each successive population 
census become available it is customary to derive from 
them new benchmarks for the monthly employment 
series, and to revise the published estimates for all 
periods subsequent to the date of the previous census. 
Benchmarks for June 1971 were established by analysing 
data from the 1971 population census and other relevant 
sources such as special returns from government bodies 
and the Bureau’s economic censuses and surveys. It 
should be noted that figures in this bulletin are subject 
to further revision as the results of later censuses and 
surveys become available. 


t The data needed to derive the estimates for 
periods subsequent to the benchmark date (June 1971) 
are obtained from three main sources, namely, (a) 
current payroll tax returns; (b) current returns from 
government bodies; and (c) some other current returns 
of employment (e.g. for hospitals); the balance, i.e. 
unrecorded private employment, is estimated. At June 
1971 recorded employment obtained from the foregoing 
sources accounted for about 90 per cent of the 


employees in the industries covered, as determined by 
the benchmarks, 


8. Current data supplied by reporting enterprises 
or establishments generally refer to persons on the 
payroll for the last pay-period in each month. Persons 
who are on paid leave or who work during part of the 
pay-period and are unemployed or on strike during the 
rest of the period are generally counted as employed. 
Those not shown on employers’ payrolls because they 
are on leave without pay, on strike or stood down for 
the entire period are excluded. 


D In all States and Territories most employers 
paying wages in excess of a designated exemption level 
are required to lodge payroll tax returns. Certain 
Australian Government bodies, religious and benevolent 
institutions, public hospitals and other similar 
organisations are specifically exempted under the 
Australian and State Payroll Tax Acts. The following 
table shows details of recent exemption levels (in dollars 
per week):

10. The industry classification used in this bulletin 


is the Australian Standard Industrial Classification 
(ASIC), described in the Bureau publication Australian 
Standard Industrial Classification (Preliminary Edition), 
1969, Volume 1 (Catalogue No. 1201.0). This industry 
classification is not directly comparable with those 
adopted for population censuses before 1971 and used 
in the estimates for earlier periods.

J The quarterly population survey is carried out 
l on a sample basis throughout Australia in February, 
1 May, August and November each year. Interviews are 
conducted during a period of four weeks in the State 
5 capital cities and two weeks in other areas. Particulars of 


the number of persons employed or unemployed, and of 
the total labour force. are published cach quarter in the 
bulletin The Labour Force (Catalogue No. 6203.0.

In order to reduce the delay in collection of data and 
publication of results a quarterly telephone survey in respect of vacancies was commenced in May 1977. Surveys will 
be conducted in February, May, August and November each year. For a number of reasons the estimates obtained 
from these surveys differ substantially from the number of vacancies registered with the CES at the same dates. For 
example, the survey estimate of total vacancies in August 1977 was 41,000 while the CES figure was 20,375 Results
